IMPARTIAL ADMINISTRATION OF

CHABOT, Admiral to Francis I. King of 
France, was nobly descended, had done great

Hereupon the King issued out a commis- 
sion to Chanceltor Poyet. as President, and to 
the other Judges therein named, to bring the 
Admiral to a trial for his life, upon an informa- 
tion and indictment preferred against him by 
the Kings advocate The Chancellor was a 
man of valimited ambition, and as large a con- 
scieace, aad hoping to please the King in these 
proceedings against the Admiral, inveigled 

some of the Judges, by srifice and ceunding, 
others by threatenings, and the rest by faie 
promises ; aid, though nothing could be pro- 
ved against the Admiral that merited the King’s 
displeasure, vetehe Chancellor subscribed, and, 
by the afts.above mentioned, procured othe;ss 
to subscribe to the confiscation of his estate, the 
forfeiture of his offices and his liberty, though 
he could not prevail’ with them to the taking 
away his life.

«*« We have nv inteligence lately from oar pri- 
soners in Tripoli: our last accounts left them in 
close confinement. Naples is in possession of 
the French, and the royal family are at Palermo. 
The town of Almerea, in Spain,jhas beensunk by 
an earthqu ke. Lord Nelson is going to Eng- 
land on accout of his ill state of health, and, it is 
said, is to be succeeded inthe command Sy Sir 
John Orde. The Mediterranian is very quict as 
to warlike opperations: we are at present the on- 
ly noisy people ig it. Our force will consist of 
twenty gun boats, 4 bomb vessels, 5 frigates, 3 
brigs, and 2 schooners, with which we will re- 
few che attack on Tripoli in the Spring, if the | 
Bashaw continues che wor until that time, which 
we understand he is determined to do.”’

5, 1804. 


“* T embrace the opportursity of writing to you 
by the John Adams, who goes howe with the sick 
and wounded of the ficet.—We have lost several 
brave men off here, among them are your friend 
John Walcott and his capt.
